The:Greekes and Trojans did .con- 
tend. for along time in fight about the dead body 
of Pariroclys which of them ſhould have it. But 
here is not: a contention: about the dead body: of 
a private man, but about the living body of a 
King ; neither doe'we contend as they did , who 
ſhould have his perſon, but. here you do contend 
( as-farre as I conceive_). who-ſthoyld- not have 
it. Your-brethren of. Scotland ſay-poſitively they 
will-not. have the Kings perſon upon any condi- 


tions whatſoever. It.15 now above ſix moneths
